disorder, preserving tho paace and pro- 
tecting property and life. 


"This IB by order of the President, 


upon the call of the governor of Idabo. 
lleport the receipt and execution of this 
order. Direct the (jomraauding officer to 
report to you frequently everything im- 
portant, which you will transmit to

They Are Sacred. 


Oity Assessor Lyons baa been having 


considerable trouble in assessing money 
on deposit in the banks. 


He Bays that tbe law requires him to 


aaeeea money, gold dust, bullion, and ev- 
ery thing else in bank excepting treasury 
notes and special 'deposits, and be ac- 
cordingly called upon tbe several banks 
for their statements. 


Tbe result horrified him. Oat of 


thirty Dank stockholders in this city 
only two admitted that they had a dollar 
in tbo world, or rather in this county at 
noon on Ibe first Monday of laat March. 


Several bankers disputed the right of 


the assessor to tax money in bank, but 
the assessor maintained his position and 
jailed upon them to produce their books, 
the law authorizing him to examine 
them. 


NOT TUB; RIGHT BOOKS. 


O. J. Woodward, of the First National 


bank, was the first victim selected to 
walk up to the captain's office and set- 
tle. A demand was made upod Mr. 
Woodward to produce certain backs of 
the bank for investigation by the as* 
eeseor..

Mr. Woodward appeared yesterday 


morning with some books, but the one 
that Mr. Lyons wanted was not among 
them. Mr. Lyons demanded its pro- 
duction forthwith. Mr. Woodward held 
up his bands in holy horror. 


"I couldn't think of doing such a 


thing," said the banker. "Those hooka 
are sacred from t'ie public gaze. They 
are like tbe proceedings of a secret so- 
ciety, and I refuse to produce them." 


"Tbe law says that they are not sacred 


from iny gaze," returned tbe assessor, 
"It says that I can demand and exam- 
ine all the hooka of a bank." 


KINKD $100. 


The banker was accompanied by his 


attorney, George E. Church, wbg ad- 
vised him not to accede to the demand 


>f Mr. Lyon, whereupon the assessor, by 
virtue ot tliu uuttiority vested in him by 
tbe law, ordered Mr. Woodward to pay 
a Quo of ?1CO for hie refusal. 


Mr. Woodward declined to pay the 


fine, and walked away with his lawyer. 


Tina morning at 9 o'clock the assessor 


will begin an action in the recorder's 
court to enforce the collection of the Gno, 
and Mr. Woodward and hie counsel will 
he notified to be on hand at that time. 


•Tomorrow morning," said tbe as- 


sessor to a reporter yesterday, "I shall 
make another demand upon Mr. Wood- 
ward to produce bis books. If he does 
not do BO I shall fine him another if 100. 
I shall repeat this demand every hour in 
the day, and 1 shall keep on fining him 
$100 for every refusal. 1 shall do the 
same with the other banks that have re- 
fused to hand in their statements. Tho 
law required mo to do this, and I pro- 
pose to perform my duty in the matter."

'Ia there not some danger that the 


delays caused by appeals, etc., may pro- 
long the matter until it goes out of your 
jurlediction?" wns asked. 


"Mo eir; if I find that those tactics are 


resorted to I shall proceed to make nn 
arbitrary acBBEBinent, and the board of 
equalization will not have any power to 
reduce it. Tho law is plain upon tho 
subject, and these man must pay their 
juat tuxea just as well as poor men have 
to pay them.

Whoa ho returned an hour later bo 


bund that eoinebody had been there 
while he was gone. 


Several trays that had contained rings 


and gold watches had been taken out of 
,be showcases and thrown on the floor 
aehirid the counter. Their contents had 
also disappeared. 


The front doors woro locked as Mr. 


Vartanian had loft them, but a wire 
screen door at the und of B hallway lead- 
ing from tbo storo was open. Homo erne 
had cut through the wire screen with a 
knife, had put his hand through tho 
opening aud unfastened the book with 
which the door was secured. 


Behind tho wiro door Is ono of wood 


and glass, hut the pawnbroker bad not 
locked it when ho wont away. Conse- 
quently there was no obstacle to thu 
thieves and they made tho inout of tho 
time »t their disposal. 


Vattanian found that several gold 


watches and valuable rings had disap- 
peared. After making a cursory inspec- 
tion of bis stock he estimated bis JOBS at 
between $600 and $000. 


The thieves »mat, hayo beon familiar 


with tho premises, und evidently did not 
fear discovery,: Tiieshuw windows, fac- 
ing the street weto unshaded and any 
pasaer-by stepping up to the windows to 
look at the pistols and watches displayed 
there could have seen tbe thieves at 
w.ork. 


The hank yard ia unfenced and there 


tiro dwelling houses all around. Within 
a hundred loot of Vartanian'a back door, 
through which tho thieves are sopposed 
to have effected their entrance, wore a 
man and two boys working on a table. 
They wero in full view of Vurtanian'a 
door all the afternoon and eaw nobody 
go in. 


They informed tho police that the only 
persraa whe entered the yard that nf tor- 
noon were two horsemen, one riding a 
Forrel and tho other a freckled gray. 
They Mod lha horses to a tree about ton 
feet from Vftrtaniau'a door and went 
away. The man ntid the boys are posi- 
tive that the horsemen did not enter the 
house.

mounting their trusty mustangs and go- 
ing their way in peace. 


One of the robbers must have carried 


a valise or n gripsack, for it would havo 
been impossible for them to have car- 
•idd away so mucb heavy material In 
:heir pockets.

"The outliok for the extension of tho 


mountain road is hopeful, and nseoon as 
I can gather up some loose ends I will do 
all Unit 1 havo promised tho people. My 
sole InisinesH ICust was ou behalf of tho 
electric raid, uml 1 was successful. ' I 
can C3!ifldtmtly any that the road will bo 
built this year. 1 have succeeded in Dot- 
ting tho requisite lucking, and all that is 
now lacking ic to got up iny eccurltics. 
When tho electric i-oad waa lirflt spoken 
of an electric railroad man -from the 
Puget sound country who has been very 
BuuccH&ful uKine here twice to see me, 
nnd promised to back mn.

A deficit is 
being r.reatod, which fact has been laid 
before tbe people holding tho eocnriliea, 
and I um now awaiting action by them 
for its extension. 


"While in the oast £ called upon some 


Michigan lumber men who ore heavily 
interested in timber, and I found that in 
the early fall it is their purpose to couio 
to this county and establish it plant and 
to briiig hither the heads of from '.50 to 
200 heads of families who have beon in 
their employ for a quarter of a century. 
They have purchased 17,000 acres of 
timber land up there ia the mountains, 
on the line of the proposed extension, 
and they will probably put in a system 
ol flunias to connect their plant with tho 
proposed line of the railroad, on tbe 
north fork of the Sau Joaquin river. 


'They are satisfied wi-h the assurance 


_ ^ava thorn that the ioad will be ex- 
tended to facilitate their efforts .in get- 
ting out their timber. The people who 
are interested in the continuance of that 
road are those who are putting up their 
money for tho development of the tim- 
ber. 
J'hey will be here early this fall, 


and. if they do aa they say tho work of 
extending tbe railroad will begin next 
winter."
